SANTA ANITA 
TO BE MADE 
MODEL RANCH 

Simla Anita Rancho, the old home of 
Lucky Baldwin, will be inndo a model 
• ranch properly, according to plans an¬ 
nounced by his daughter, Mrs. Anita 
Baldwin Met 'laughry. Sierra Madre 
was originally a part of Santa Anita 
ranch, and the portion remaining in the 
hands of the Baldwin lielra comprises 
about 15110 acres lying immediately 
south of town. Mrs. McCjmtghry litis 
leased the half interest of her sister, 
Mrs. Stocker, in this land and about 
1500 acres additional. Tne 3000 acres 
will be scientifically and intensively 
cultivated and stocked with the linest 
blooded animals from ail over the 
country. 

Until bis attention was diverted to 
other interests "Lucky" Baldwin kept 
up Ids ranch properties on a nmgaitl- 
cent scale, planting generously and 
building a complete little empire. The 
long lines of eucalyptus, which may lie 
seen stretching across the valley, were 
mostly planted under liis supervision, 
us well as thousands of acres of orch¬ 
ards. liis properties Included the Mer¬ 
ced, Puente and dMiyon ranches, ad¬ 
joining Santa Anita, stretching from 
the Sierra Madre mountains to the 
Puente hills and including about 55,000 
acres. 

The Los Angeles Examiner gives the 
following statement of Mrs. Mc- 
Uhiughry’s plans:

SCHOOi, OIVIC CENTER 

Sierra Madi d school trustees are 
heartily m favor of utilizing the pub¬ 
lic seoool propel ty for civic center 
Work, according to a statement made 
yesterday b> Trustee Dickson, clerk of 
the board, 't he law permits the use 
of the school house for gatherings out¬ 
side of school hours, whim are not 
sectarian or held for profit. The 
school trustees will be glad to grant 
permission for such use of the build¬ 
ing. While organized civic center 
work in Sierra Madre is probably a 
tiling of the indefinite future there Is 
no reason why beginnings cannot lie 
made at the present time. 

There has long been a feeling in 
many quarters that school property 
and churches are idle far too much of 
tile time. Considered purely from the 
linanciul standpoint the waste is star¬ 
tling. Vast sums are tied up in these 
properties. In the eases of churches 
they are in use as a rule but a few 
liours weekly. Schools are used a 
greater proportion of the time. Hut 
what would be thought of any busi¬ 
ness concern which would invest so 
much capital In equipment which was 
to be idle so much? The interest on 
the investment for that portion of tin- 
time when the property is idle would 
he astonishing if put Into figures. 

To be sure, the uses of this property 
should bear some relation to the pur¬ 
pose for which they were created. Hut 
tile conviction is growing in force and 
prevalence, that some further use 
must lie found or the institutions 
which they house will fall behind the 
procession. 

Schools are used increasingly for 
civic center work. Evening meetings 
"f a public character are held there 
and various organizations meet there. 
Praetfcal application of the plan in 
Sierra Madre should lie welcomed, and 
tile offer of tin- school trustees should 
In* followed iqi and good use made of 
the building during tin* time it is noxv 
idle.

Si**ria .Madre appears to he one of 
j the few suburban towns not served 
regularly by motor truck, express and 
Iransfers. Therein would seem to he 
a good business opportunity for some- 
I one. The motor truck method makes 
! possible servil e of a character which is 
not now obtainable by mail or express. 
The attention of the editor was called 
recently to one town situated about as 
far from Los Angeles as is Sierra 
Madre. which has a service which busi- 
J ness men and others should eagerly 
welcome. Regular trips ire made each 
| day by the truck. The driver takes 
j the business man’s order to a whole- 
] sale house in the morning. Later in 
j the day he calls for the parcel and 
delivers it to the merchant before even¬ 
ing. For this transaction, which would 
necessitate a trip to Los Angeles or 
a wait of about 48 hours, if the goods 
were ordered by mail, the charge is 
■ 25 cents for an ordinary parrel, with 
additional charges for heavy or very 
bulky packages. The owner of the 
truck is said to bo making money at 
the business. If no local man can be 
interested in the proposition, perhaps 
it would be possible to interest a truck¬ 
ing concern which serves some neigh¬ 
boring town to handle local business 
in connection with their established 
routes.
